THE TREASURY REPORT. 


The statement of the condition ‘and pros- 
pects of:the Treasury submitted by Mr. 
SpHerman in his fourth annual report is ex- 
ceedingly encouraging. There was an in- 
crease in the revenues during the fiscal year 
closing the 30th of June last of nearly 
$60,000,000," ($59,699,426, ) while the net'in- 
crease ih expenditures was only $605,074. 
The surplus, after paying the amount re- 
quired by law for the sinking fund, was, in 
round ‘numbers, $28,000,000, ($27,952,009.) 
The estimates for the next two. years, 
ending June 80, 1881 and 1882, show a surplus 
for the first of $50,000,000, and for the 
second of over $48,000,000. ‘The payments 
“on the sinking fund the last year were in ex- 
cess of the legal requirements by nearly $86,- 
000,000, ‘but the deficiency in those payment 
from 1874 to 1879, inclusive, over and above 
the excess in payments the tast year, amounts 
to some $51,000,000, ora little more than 
the estimated surplus of next year. 

This state of things, actual and antici- 
‘pated, naturally suggests the question of the 
use to be made of the surplus revenues for 
at least the next two years. Shall they be 
devoted to the payment of the debt or to 
the reduction of taxation? On this ques- 
tion the, Secretary speaks with considerable 
reserve. He deprecates too great confi- 
dence in the estimated yield of the present 
taxes, but advises; if any reduction should 
he decided upon, that it: may be made in the

adoption . of 4 silver dollar’ weighing 450 
grains, based upon a ratio of 1. of gold to 
about 17,5 of silver, to be coined at the discre- 
tion of the Treasury as demanded for mse 
or exportation. He further suggests the re- 
coinage of the-standard dollars now on hand 
in dollars of this kind, It is obvious that if 
the coinage now required by law is stopped, 
and ‘the value of the silver coin is to be 
made by law for the time being the same as 
gold, there will be little danger of too great 
an issue of the coins so long as’ their 
relative value remains steady. But of 
what use would be this process?’ A 
silver dollar which is ‘to be’ changed 
asthe value of silver changes will be only a 
stamped commodity, and an element. of 
more or less confusion in the currency, The 
changein the ratio of value to gold only 
makes more difficult the attainment of the 
universal’ agreement in regard to silver 
which is absolutely essential to any exten- 
sion of the system of bi-metallism, ‘The 
best thing for Congress to do is to stop the 
coinage of silver now, and await a more 
favorable time for the renewal of experi- 
ments, if any are to be made. 


A SUCCESSOR TO KELLY. 

The official term of Controller Kuriy ex- 
pires to-day, and, under the law, the Mayor 
must nominate his successor within ten 
days. from® this date. The Mayot’s 
readiness to make a fitting . nom- 
ination is,- unfortunately, more certain 
than the ‘willingness of the Board of 
Aldermen to confirm it. The board consists 
of. six Republican, seven Anti-Tammany, 
and nine’ Tammany members. It might 
be assumed that, the thirteen Aldermen 
who were elected to’ oppose Tam- 
many domination might be trusted 
to seize the- ‘earliest. opportunity to 
exclude from office the man whose consist- 
ent purpose it. has been to make Tammany 
Hall, and himself as its head, supreme in 
every department of the City. Government. 
But experience has shown that a majority of 
the Republican members of the board con- 
‘sidered it to be their duty or their interest to 
vote for ‘the maintenance of the Kelly 
despotism ‘in -City affairs, and itis by no 
means certain that the Aldermen who are 
nominally Anti-Tammany are so in fact. As 
the Corporation Counsel’s term also expires 
to-day, and as the Commissioner of 
Public ‘Works has for some time been 
** holding over,”’ it is obvious. that 
the. temptation to .make a political 
‘* deal’”’ on the filling of these three impor- 
tant offices isa very strong one. When the 
places of a Tax Commissioner, three Excise 
Commissioners, atid one or two Police Jus- 
tices are thrown into the scale, the stakes in 
the political game to be played out during 
the next three weeks are sufficiently large to 
cause quite'a ferment in the ranks of tho’ 
‘profeasional politicians. 

If popular government is ever to succeed 
ina city like this, an occasion such as now

of the power of public opinion. The

FOREIGN TRADE AND AMERICAN 
SHIPPING. 

Many of the official documents with which 
‘we are. just now so abundantly favored lay. 
stress upon the small propertion of the 
foreign. trade of the country that is carried 
on in American: vessels, and contain sug- 
gestions of the desirability of doing “some- 
thing to encourage the development of our 
shipping. ‘None of them, however, ventures 
upon any explicit recommendation of a 
removal of the ‘obstacles which our anti- 
quated navigation laws put in the way of 
building -up .: commercial marine. pro- 
portionate to dur share in the commerce 
.of the world, The Secretary of the Treasury, 
in his report, shows that there was an ac- 
tual decrease during the last fiscal year in 
the tonnage of American vessels, not only 
those engaged in foreign trade, but. those 
engaged in the coasting trade as well, though 
the latter are secured against the _compe- 
tition of foreign shipping. The tonnage 
entering our ports from foreign countries, 
computed on the basis of the / number 
of entries and. not the number of ves- 
sels, shows an increase of 10} per. cent., but 
‘that which belonged.to American shipping 
increased only 24‘per cent., while the foreign 
tonnage made a gain of 13 per cent. COalcu- 
lating our foreign commerce.on the basis of 
the value of merchandise imported .and ex- 
ported, only 17 per cent, of it was carried on 
in American yessels, This shows: that. the 
disproportion between the share which our 
vessels take in the trade between our own 
ports: and the rest. of the world and 
that of foreign shipping is on the increase, 
as Our. share was 5 per cent, less than in 
1879: . Five-sixths of the freightage of mer- 
chandise, valued at about $1,200,000,000 
per year, with all that it involves of profit 


for‘eapital and employment for men ‘and of; 


naval consequence in the cyes of the world, 
is sedured by foreign shipping. Increase of 
commerce and of demand for tonnage in a 
trade'in which we are an equal partner with 
the reat of the world only makes the case 
worse, for it draws'in mpre foreign vessels, 
While those owned -by Americans steadly 
drop out. 

The cause of this state of things is known. 
of all men who have given the matter any 
study, Owing to. avariety of causes, con- 
spicuous among which are import duties on 
many things that enter into the construc. 
tion and ‘equipment of vessels or affect the 
cost thereof, we,are not able”to build iron 
ships so cheaply as they are made on the 
other, ‘side of the Atlantic, and. our 
merchants. and shipping apace are 
snot _ permitted . to . purchase and. register |

Then it should 
be paid for according to its value’ ‘to the 
Government, everything legitimate to it. be- 
ing considered, .Butif the communication 
proposed would be made unprofitable by 
‘our regulations of trade and ‘navigation,’’ 
the mail contract must be sufficiently lucra- 
tive to overcome. the disadvantage or it 
would be of: no use.’ The amount to be 
paid would depend upon the needs of the 
steam-ship lines favored, and the payment 
would be virtually a-bounty on home-built 
vessels, , Now, if such a bounty is to be paid 
why- disguise and conceal it under. the pre- 
tense of ‘‘adequate eompensation’’ for car- 
rying the United States mails ? 

The bounty system itself, open and undis- 
guised, is one which even the President 
would hesitate to press upon the attention of 
Congress. We cling toa policy which 
re it expensive to. build ships in this 

ountry. ~We'do not permit our capitalists 
ts buy them where they can be. built at less 
cost, and thus we drive the carrying trade 
into the hands of foreigners. Then we attempt 
to get back some share: of it by taxing out of 
the people certain sums of money to pay to 
steam-ship: companies “over and above the 
legitimate charges for carrying freight, 
That is; we compel the people indirectly to 
pay the high rates necessary to make Ameri- 
can. shipping profitable which they refuse 
to pay voluntarily. Asa publio policy: this 
would be a step further in absurdity than 
we have gone yet.

arty, all that is: traditional, and, by catho- 
_ de-onsent, authoritative: in the faith; wor- 
"ship, and order of the historic Church.”” No 
sareful observer can doubt the accuracy of 
this. assertion. Not only has the influence 
of democratic ideas hindered for many 
years the progress of the Anglican. Church 
in this ‘country, but the same influence is 
steadily disintegrating the Protestant sects, 
We see this in the growing complaint made 


‘against the permanence of creeds, and. 


‘the demand, met ‘in every. denomi- 
nation, for new and. leas rigid con-: 
‘ditions of, church membership, ‘Men have 


‘of Churches which profess to foael yf au 


left it for Puritanism, or their fathers wan- 
dered still further: into: ‘the colder regions of 
New:-England Unitarianism. 

Of course, ardent Presbyterians and Meth- 
odists will not coincide with the Bishop 
either in his analyses of the. hindrances in 
the way of his Charch in this country or in 
his expectations as to the future. ‘There 
can, however, be but one opinion as to the 
ability and eloquence of his sermon at Lin- 
coln, and it will be read with pleasure even 
by those who decline to accept its reasoning 
or its conclusions.

unpleasant decay of at least outward respect. The 
quite ordinary street salutation of ‘Hello !’* by the 
embryo man to the adult isa mild form of this dis- 
respect, being only negative and improperly famil- 
far, but.an adult whose appearance or dress is at all 
distinguishing can hardly enter the street without 
haying torun'a gantlet of juvenile remarks. City 
and village are nearly alike in this’ discreditable re- 
spect, and examples are. under every-day observa- 
tion. A fall person is informed that a little more 
height would touch the sky; a red-hairéd person is 
informed that his head is on fire, and so on. What 
is one to do with these juvenile miscreants, who, 
be. it understood, are not all. of. the. classes 
whose only. school ia. the stréet? .The ctueclest 
cases are those of persons who. have the 
misfortune 'to be crippled, hunchbacked, or other- 
wise deformed. We recall one young: lady of. un- 
common delicacy and culture, but dwarfed and 
misformed in stature by an accident. while an in- 
fant; her least penance in public is a cold and pro- 
longed stare of curiosity, whileher greateat is audible 
comments from children in the public parks; whose 
dress and appearance deny them the excuse of hav- 
ing no associations which should teach decency. Nor 
are children the only ones thus guilty. The same 
impertinent ‘stare follows in public those whose 
physical misfortune should be the readiest title to 
kindness and respect. Are there no’ she bears 
abroad in our time as teachers.of manners in public? 
The boy. will have his cigarette and cigar-stump so 
long as the grown man cleayes’ to tobacco; chil- 
dren. will imitate, and hence the bear might wisely 
pass by the children to begin with the other end of 
the family, Manners are contagious, and the bad 
sort the most quickly and perfectly. Is it in our 
utmosphere, our: universal democracy, our peculiar 
selfishness, or our push-ahead thoughtlessness, or In 
somethingelse, that lurks the cause which makes us 
Americans probably the most unkind and unman- 
nerly people on the globe in: public?
